D.C. Gay 
Marriage 
Bill OK’d 

Council votes to recognize 
same-sex couples’ nuptials 

WASHINGTON! After an emotional debate, 
Washington’s city council gave final approv- 
al Tuesday to legislation that recognizes 
same-sex marriages performed elsewhere 
in the United States. 

The vote is considered the first step 
toward eventually allowing gay marriag- 
es to be performed in 
Washington. Congress, 
which has final say over 
the city’s laws, will get 30 
days to review the bill, 
assuming Democratic 
Mayor Adrian Fenty, a 
supporter, signs it. 

If Congress takes no 
action, the bill will become law automati- 
cally. President Obama and congressional 
leaders have not signaled where they stand 
on the bill. “The march toward equality is 
coming to this country, and you can either 
be a part of it or stand in the way,” said 
David Catania, one of two gay city coun- 
cil members. 

The D.C. Council vote was 12-1, with 
Ward 9 member Marion Barry casting 
the lone opposing vote. Barry called it an 
“agonizing and difficult decision” that he 
made after praying and consulting with his 
constituents and the religious community.

Government reverses 
policy after initially 
pushing for closures 

H E A LT H | Joan Tishkevich’s joy was 
unequivocal. “YES!” the mother 
of two shouted into the phone 
Tuesday after hearing that fed- 
eral health officials were no lon- 
ger advising schools to close for 
swine flu. 

It meant her 8 -year- old son, 
Jack, would soon go back to his 
second-grade classroom. Most 
of all, it meant Tishkevich would 
be able to stop bringing the boy 
to her office, leaving him to read 
books while she held meetings at 
the real estate development com- 
pany where she works in Ken- 
nebunk, Maine. 

Last week, the government 
advised schools to shut down for 
about two weeks if there were sus- 


pected cases of swine flu. About 
700 schools across the country 
followed that guidance, affecting 
more than 300,000 kids. 


Hundreds of thousands of par- 
ents scrambled to meet an unex- 
pected logistical challenge: What 
to do with the kids? 


But on Tuesday, Health and 
Human Services Secretary Kath- 
leen Sebelius said the swine flu 
virus had turned out to be milder 
than initially feared, and thus the 
change in advice: No need to close 
schools, but do keep sick children 
with flulike symptoms at home for 
at least seven days. 

It seemed school districts were 
acting immediately. Some queried 
by The Associated Press said they 
would reopen Wednesday. Most 
others said they would wait until 
Thursday. 

Dr. Richard Besser, acting 
director of the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, said offi- 
cials heard about children getting 
dropped off at libraries or about 
parents who could not take sick 
leave to care for children. “The 
downsides of school closure start 
to outweigh the benefits,” Besser

Ridge Mulls Pa. Senate Bid 


Republican considers 
primary run after the 
defection of Specter 

HARRISBURG, PA. I Tom Ridge, the 
former governor who became the 
nation’s first homeland security 
chief, may challenge Sen. Arlen 
Specter in Pennsylvania next year, 
Republican Party leaders con- 
firmed Tuesday. 

“He’s considering it,” said Sen. 
John Cornyn, R-Texas, chairman 
of the National Republican Senato- 
rial Committee in Washington. 

Bob Asher, the state’s Republi- 
can national committeeman, said 
he met with Ridge in recent days

and urged him to run. 

“Governor Ridge is very seri- 
ous about considering to run, 
and he is weighing his options,” 


Asher said. 

Ridge and Specter, who 
stunned political observers last 
week by switching his party affilia- 
tion from Republican to Democrat, 
are two of Pennsylvania’s best- 
known politicians. An election 
showdown between them is certain 
to garner national attention and 
generate large campaign contribu- 
tions from outside the state. 

Ridge, 63, served 12 years in 
Congress before he was elected 
governor in 1994. He stepped 
down during his second term after 
President George W. Bush tapped 
him to head what would become 
the Department of Homeland 
Security, (ap)

Face Transplant Patient Revealed 


Woman lauds family 
of donor who made 
her surgery possible 

CLEVELAND I Five years ago, a shot- 
gun blast left a ghastly hole where 
the middle of her face had been. 
Five months ago, she received a 
new face from a dead woman. 

Connie Culp stepped forward 
Tuesday to show off the results of 
the nation’s first face transplant, 
and her new look was a far cry from 
the puckered, noseless sight that 
made children flee in horror. 

Culp’s expressions are still a bit 
wooden, but she can talk and smile, 
and smell and taste her food again.

Her speech is at times a little tough 
to understand. Her face is bloated 
and squarish, and her skin droops 
in big folds that doctors plan to pare 
away as her circulation improves 
and her nerves grow. 

But Culp had nothing but praise 
for those who made her new face 
possible. 

“I guess I’m the one you came 
to see today,” the 46-year-old 
Ohio woman said at the Cleve- 
land Clinic, where the operation 
was performed. But “I think it’s 
more important that you focus on 
the donor family that made it so I 
could have this person’s face.” 

Up until Tuesday, Culp’s iden- 
tity and how she came to be dis- 


figured were a secret. 

Culp’s husband, Thomas, shot 
her in 2004, then turned the gun on 
himself. He went to prison for seven 
years. The blast shattered her nose 
and cheeks, the roof of her mouth, 
and an eye. Hundreds of fragments 
of shotgun pellet and bone splinters 
were embedded in her face. Only 
her upper eyelids, forehead, lower 
lip and chin were left. 

On Dec. 10, Dr. Maria Siemi- 
onow led a team of doctors who 
replaced 80 percent of Culp’s face 
with bone, muscles, nerves, skin 
and blood vessels from another 
woman who had just died. 

No information has been 
released about the donor or how 
she died, but her family members 
were moved when they sawbefore- 
and-after pictures of Culp, Siemi- 
onow said, marilynn marchione (ap)

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Experts Fear Flu Mutation 


Scientists say swine 
vims could evolve 
into a nastier illness 

WASHINGTON I A flu virus is a 
powerhouse of evolution, mutat- 
ing at the maximum speed nature 
allows. A mild virus can morph 
into a killer and vice versa. 

One change already made this 
year’s swine flu more of a prob- 
lem, helping it spread more eas- 
ily among people. The big ques- 
tion: Which mutations are next? 
That’s why scientists are watching 
it so closely. 

“There are no rules to flu virus- 
es; they are just so mutable,” said 
Dr. Paul Glezen, a flu epidemiolo- 
gist at the Baylor College of Medi- 
cine in Houston. “The fact that it 
changes all the time really con- 
founds our efforts to control it.” 



As the swine flu virus, above, repro- 
duces, more mutations enter the mix. 


The good news right now is that 
this flu has lost some of the most 
dangerous genetic traits of past 
pandemics. The bad news is that 


it’s gained something its parents 
didn’t have: the ability to spread 
from human to human. 

Flu reproduces about every 
eight hours, said Dr. Raul Raba- 
dan, professor of computational 
biology at Columbia University. 
That means this morning’s flu is a 
parent by the afternoon, a grand- 
parent by the evening and a great- 
grandparent by the next day. 

Instead of complex double-helix 
DNA — nature’s basic biological 
instruction book — flu has a sim- 
pler, single strand of genetic code. 
Normal DNA has a spell-check 
type of system that reduces mis- 
takes in replicating the code; the 
flu virus does not. So, mutations 
come more often. 

If the mutations are good for the 
virus, they multiply, and — voila, 
you have a new and sometimes nas- 
tier flu. SETH BORENSTEIN (AP)

Afghans: Dozens 
Die in U.S. Raids 

KABUL I Bombing runs by U.S.-led 
coalition jets killed dozens of civil- 
ians taking shelter from a fierce 
ground battle between Taliban 
militants and Afghan and inter- 
national forces, two Afghan offi- 
cials said Tuesday. The U.S. said 
reports of civilian deaths were 
under investigation. 

One Afghan official said angry 
villagers transported about 30 bod- 
ies to a provincial capital to show 
officials. Other officials estimated 
the toll to be between 70 and 100. (ap) 


Major exodus feared 
as Taliban flout truce 
in northwest region 

MINGORA, PAKISTAN I Black-tur- 
baned Taliban militants seized 
government buildings, laid mines 
and fought security forces Tuesday 
in the Swat Valley, as fear of a major 
operation led thousands to pack 
their belongings on their heads and 
backs, cram aboard buses and flee 
the northwestern region. 

The collapse of a three-month- 
old truce with the Taliban means 
Pakistan will now have to fight to 
regain control of the Swat Valley, 
testing the ability of its stretched 
military and the resolve of civil- 
ian leaders who until recently were 
insisting the insurgents could be 
partners in peace. The government 
feared the refugee exodus could 
reach half a million people. 


The developments brought 
Islamabad’s faltering campaign 
against militancy into sharp focus 
as President Asif Ali Zardari was 
preparing to hold talks with Pres- 
ident Obama in Washington on 


how best to counter an increasingly 
overlapping spectrum of extrem- 
ist groups behind surging violence 
here and in Afghanistan. 

Fearing that war could consume 
the region, thousands fled the main

bered onto the roofs of buses after 
seats and floors filled.

MEXICO CITY | Mexico announced 
steps Tuesday to jump-start an 
economy punished by the swine 
flu epidemic.

Georgia: Mutiny Quelled 


Officials back away 
from claims Russia 
supported coup plot 

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Georgia said 
hundreds of rebellious soldiers 
surrendered Tuesday after a brief 
mutiny, but officials backed away 
from initial claims that Russia 
supported the uprising as part of 
a coup plot. 

The Interior Ministry at first 
said it had uncovered a Russian- 
supported plan to overthrow Presi- 
dent Mikhail Saakashvili’s govern- 
ment. But Georgian authorities 
later stepped back from both of 
those allegations, saying the muti-

Russia denied any involvement,

Zimbabwe Revokes Activists’ Bail 


Judge sends 18 back 
to prison on charges 
of plot vs. president 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE I A judge 
revoked the bail of a prominent 
Zimbabwean rights activist and 
17 other suspects Tuesday after 
prosecutors formally charged them 
in a terrorism case that has been 
widely denounced as a sham. 

Activist Jestina Mukoko 


appeared stunned as she heard the 
ruling from the dock, and stared 
at Harare Magistrate Catherine 
Chimanda as her supporters burst 
into tears. Mukoko and the others 
have said they were tortured dur- 
ing an earlier stint in prison. 

The suspects had been free on 
bail for two months. Chimanda 
said Tuesday she was sending them 
back to prison because a formal 
indictment filed Monday accused 
Mukoko and the others of sabo-

Bernanke Predicts 
Turnaround in ’09 


Fed chairman says 
the economy is likely 
to rebound this year 

WASHINGTON I Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke told Con- 
gress Tuesday the economy should 
start growing again later this year, 
his most optimistic assessment 
of the country’s financial health 
since the recession struck with 
force last year. 

But Bernanke warned that even 
after a recovery gets under way, 
economic activity is likely to be 
subpar. That means businesses will 
stay cautious about hiring, driv- 
ing up the nation’s unemployment 
rate and causing “further sizable 
job losses,” he told the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee. 

The recession, which started 
in December 2007, already has 
snatched a net total of 5.1 mil- 
lion jobs. The unemployment rate 
“could remain high for a time, even 
after economic growth resumes,” 


Bernanke said. 

But while some economists 
believe unemployment could hit 
10 percent by the end of this year, 
the Fed doesn’t share that view. 
The unemployment rate will prob- 
ably climb “somewhere” in the 9 
percent range, Bernanke said. 

“The loss of jobs is one of the 
most distressing aspects of this 
whole episode,” he said. 

Even with all the caution- 
ary notes, the Fed chief offered 
a far less dour assessment of the 
economy. 

“We continue to expect eco- 
nomic activity to bottom out, 
then to turn up later this year,” 
he said. 

Recent data suggest the reces- 
sion may be loosening its grip on 
the country, Bernanke said. 

“The pace of contraction maybe 
slowing,” he said. It was similar to 
an observation the Fed made last 
week in deciding not to take any 
additional steps to shore up the 
economy, jeannine aversa (ap)

Amazon’s

Company may unveil 
larger-screen Kindle 
for books, periodicals 

NEW YORK I Amazon.com Inc. is 
widely expected to unveil a new 
Kindle electronic book device with 
a larger screen Wednesday, which 
would be geared for textbooks, 
magazines and newspapers, and 
possibly shake up the economics of 
multiple industries at once. 

The Seattle-based online retail- 
er is not giving details about what 
it will announce at its press event 
at Pace University in New York, 
but the company has not disputed 
widespread reports that a larger 
Kindle is on tap. 

If Amazon reveals a bigger 
device better suited for digital text- 
books and periodicals, the rollout 
could help students get educational 
materials more cheaply, and give 
newspapers and magazines a bet- 
ter way to sell digital versions of 
their content. 

Up to now, selling digital cop- 
ies to portable devices such as the 
Kindle mainly has been an experi- 
ment. Ken Doctor, a media ana- 
lyst at Outsell Inc., said a larger- 
screen Kindle would be another 
reason for publishers to hope for 
profitable electronic distribu- 
tion.

Council member says 
D.C. black community 
against gay marriage 

D.C. Council member Marion 
Barry, D-Ward 8, the only coun- 
cil member to vote against the 
bill Tuesday to legalize same-sex 
marriages performed elsewhere, 
predicted Tuesday there could 
be a “civil war” in the District if 
the council decides to take up a 
broader gay marriage bill later 
this year.

The protesters 
shouted that council members who 
voted for the bill will face retribu- 
tion at the polls. 

Although he has been a long- 
time supporter of gay rights, Barry 
said he voted against the bill to 
satisfy his constituents in South- 
east Washington. 

But Barry said he disagrees 
with the ministers’ antics Tuesday 
at the Wilson Building and that the 
chaos “sets the movement back.”

Each Pittsburgh player — Sid- 
ney Crosby included — was fixated 
on the jumbotron as the replay of 
Ovechkin’s rocketing wrist shot 
flew past goaltender Marc Andre- 
Fleury in slow motion. 

Once the Caps secured a 4-3 
victory to take a commanding 2-0 
series lead, Ovechkin returned to 
his locker, took a look at his phone, 
and realized the magnitude of 
what he had accomplished — his 
inaugural playoff hat trick and the 
first in franchise history since A1 


Iafrate’s in 1993. 

Ovechkin had 25 messag- 
es from Moscow on his iPhone, 
admitting only that “they were in 
Russian” because some of what 
was written could be misconstrued 
as bulletin board material. You’d 
think by now friends would be used 
to the Great 8’s exploits. 

“It was [a] pretty cool game for 
me and it’s an important moment,” 
said Ovechkin after Tuesday’s 
optional skate as the team prepared 


for Wednesday’s Game 3 in Pitts- 
burgh. “I’m glad I score[d] goals; 
it’s always good.” 

And when the superstar on the 
opposing team — Crosby — nets 
his own hat trick, it’s even better. 
Nobody in the hockey world will 
soon forget this clash of the NHL’s 
poster boys that has somehow 
lived up to all the hoopla generat- 
ed before the puck even dropped. 
Even an up-and-coming star like 
Mike Green is impressed. 


“The media has made a big deal 
about this series ... and rightfully 
so,” said Green. “These guys are 
amazing, and for the fans to wit- 
ness that game Monday and this 
series, it’s a great thing.” 

So, what does Ovie have in 
store for an encore? “I don’t know,” 
Ovechkin said. “It’s just the begin- 
ning of the series. We win two 
games, but we have to win two 
more games to keep going for- 
ward.” MARK GIANNOTTO

Olympic hero says he 
nearly retired after 
pot picture surfaced 

S W I M M I N G I Michael Phelps’ three- 
month suspension from competi- 
tion is now over, and he marked 
the occasion like any other day: 
He woke up late and headed to 
the pool. 

Speaking exclusively with The 


Associated Press, Phelps said he 
didn’t even realize his suspen- 
sion ended Tuesday. Coach Bob 
Bowman couldn’t resist making 
a joke, saying he planned to enter 
his star swimmer in a meet later 
that night. 

“I had no idea,” Phelps said 
of his ban, which was doled out 
by USA Swimming after a pic- 
ture surfaced in a London tab- 
loid showing him inhaling from

a marijuana pipe. 

He’ll return to competition 
next week at a meet in Charlotte, 
N.C. It will be his first time swim- 
ming competitively since winning 
eight gold medals at the Beijing 
Olympics. 

Phelps said he considered retir- 
ing from the sport after the pic- 
ture surfaced. After all, he already 
broke Mark Spitz’s 3 6 -year- old 
record of seven gold medals and 


became the winningest Olympian 
ever with 14 golds. 

But after writing down the pros 
and cons of resuming his career, 
Phelps decided to get back in the 
water. 

“It was a stupid mistake that 
I made,” he said during an inter- 
view on the deck of the pool at 
Loyola University in his native 
Baltimore. “But I’ll have what 
I’ve accomplished in and out of 
the pool for the rest of my life. 
I’m satisfied with what I’ve done 
and happy with what I’ve done.”

Government Goes Green

With the recent spike in 
support for America's energy 
independence and efforts to 
combat global warming, it 
seems there has never been 
a better time to go green 
with government. 

To be sure, there are more 
green jobs in the public sector 
than one might think — and they 
aren’t just housed in the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA). To date, the green wave 
has permeated almost every gov- 
ernment agency, including the 
Departments of State, Energy, 
Commerce, Interior and Agri- 
culture. 

Here are just a few of the 
thousands of green-focused em- 
ployees in our government: 

Steve Chalk, DOE 

Operating at the intersec- 
tion of stimulating our economy 
and greening our country, Steve 
Chalk arguably has one of the 
most interesting and most im- 
pactful jobs in government today. 

As the principal deputy assis- 
tant secretary in the Office of En- 
ergy Efficiency and Renewable 
Energy, Chalk oversees $16.8 
billion of the American Recov- 
ery and Reinvestment Act that 
is geared toward creating green 
jobs, helping boost the economy 
and moving the nation toward 
energy independence. 

The stimulus money will help 
ramp up the Weatherization As- 
sistance Program that targets 
low-income families, helping in- 
crease efficiency and lower energy 
bills. It will provide funding to 
support next generation vehicle 
technologies, including plug-in 
Hybrid Electric Vehicles. It also 
will support Energy Efficiency 
and Conservation Block Grants 
to empower local communities 
that make strategic investments 
to meet the nation’s long-term 
clean energy and climate goals. 

Chalk certainly seems to be 
the man for the job. He has been 


working on energy and environ- 
ment issues in the government 
for more than 26 years. 

In 2008, the Partnership for 
Public Service awarded Chalk 
the Service to America Medal for 
his work in the alternative energy 
field. This includes planning and 
executing the largest federal ef- 
fort ever to develop solar energy; 
driving our government’s efforts 
to promote hydrogen fuel tech- 
nology; and leading the effort to 
rebuild the tornado-flattened city 
of Greensburg, Kansas, which 
now serves as a model for alter- 
native energy use. 

Michelle Lorah, 

U.S. Geological Survey (USGS) 

Maintaining healthy wetlands 
is critical to supporting wildlife 
and protecting inland areas from 
storm and flood damage. One of 
the biggest challenges is finding 
ways to treat wetland contamina- 
tion without disrupting the sur- 
rounding healthy ecosystem. 

Michelle Lorah, a hydrolo- 
gist with the U.S. Geological 
Survey, focuses on these water- 
quality issues, primarily as they 
relate to groundwater contami- 
nation resulting from waste and 
chemicals. Much of her research 
has focused on evaluating natu- 


ral reactions that occur to the 
breakdown of contaminants in 
groundwater and wetland areas, 
and trying to develop methods 
to enhance those natural reac- 
tions. 

“Developing methods for 
cleaning-up some of the con- 
taminated areas in a way that 
minimizes further damage to 
ecologically sensitive areas such 
as wetlands is a help to the Amer- 
ican people,” said Lorah. “Stud- 
ies of what happens to chemicals 
when they enter the environment 
can also provide knowledge on 
ways to protect our environment 
from further waste releases.” 

Lorah received her Bachelor 
of Science degree from Pennsyl- 
vania State University, where she 
chose to major in geosciences. 
She then went on to complete 
her Master of Science at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and decided to 
pursue a career at USGS. 

“I had always loved being out- 
doors, something encouraged by 
my dad with his hobby of rock 
and mineral collecting,” said Lo- 
rah. 

“I like the idea of working for 
an agency that is focused on sci- 
ence and its application to help 
face some of our national envi- 
ronmental issues,” she said. “I 


also like the longer-term projects 
that we can often do as a gov- 
ernment agency, compared to a 
consultant company, because it 
is critical to be able to research 
an issue to really understand pro- 
cesses and develop solutions.” 

Lorah admits that the work 
can be daunting, but says it is all 
worth it because of the impact 
she is making. 

“My favorite aspect of working 
at USGS is simply the scientific 
challenge of addressing a problem 
and the joy of finding one solu- 
tion, or part of a solution, that can 
help the environment.” 

Dr. Alexander MacDonald, 
National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration (NOAA) 

Dr. Alexander MacDonald 
said the idea hit him on a drive 
home from work: the Earth 
isn’t flat, so why should maps 
of its environment be? The next 
thing you know, he was paint- 
ing a beach ball and setting up a 
system of slide projectors in his 
garage. 

This at-home science fair proj- 
ect evolved into Science on a 
Sphere®, a revolutionary teaching 
tool that vividly displays envi- 
ronmental data on a globe-like 
screen, making it easier than ever 


for people to visualize and under- 
stand changes to our atmosphere 
and the oceans. 

Science on a Sphere® can show 
what Earth looks like from space 
and lets audiences see pollution 
trends, global cloud imagery 
hurricane patterns, ocean tem- 
peratures and currents, plate 
tectonics, and even the lights 
produced by cities and wildfires. 

MacDonald said he hopes 
his invention will help educate 
Americans about the planet, es- 
pecially the challenges it faces 
with global climate change. “A 
big part of what I wanted for 
Science on a Sphere® is to show 
people what is happening on 
Earth,” MacDonald said. “This is 
the most effective way to demon- 
strate the global crisis.” 

So far, MacDonald’s inven- 
tion has been a hit with the gen- 
eral public.

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TIPS TO HELP YOU LAND A FEDERAL JOB 

Federal jobs are available, but they are in high-demand, and for good 
reason. Follow these few tips to help make your search a successful one: 

PLAN AHEAD The application process itself can take time. To improve 
your chances of getting a job, be sure to allow plenty of time to thor- 
oughly complete your application. It also helps to take advantage of the 
resume builder and automated job searches on USAJOBS.gov. 

CHOOSE CAREFULLY Applications tailored for specific jobs that are a 
good match for your skills and talents will be more successful than send- 
ing out a standard resume for many jobs. So if you have the choice be- 
tween sending out 10 generic applications or two customized ones, go 
with the two customized ones. Go for quality, not quantity. 

ASK QUESTIONS IF YOU HAVE THEM It's not necessary to contact the 
agency for the sake of contacting the agency. In fact, that would be un- 
advisable. However, if you have specific questions about a job opening 
or the application requirements, you should contact the agency. You can 
typically find contact details at the bottom of the USAJOBS.gov listing. 
Just be sure to give the agency enough time to respond. 

KNOW THE DEADLINES When applying for federal jobs, meeting dead- 
lines is essential. If the application period closes on May 30, it really does. 
There are no grace periods. An application that arrives on May 31 won't 
be considered. 

KNOWTHETIMELINES Agencies generally follow a 45-day hiring model 
and make hiring decisions approximately six weeks after the announce- 
ment closes on USAJOBS.gov. 

FOLLOW-UP WITH THE AGENCY If you do not hear back from an agency 
representative within one month after submitting your application, you 
should contact the agency to inquire about its status.

Comedian 
DeLuise 
Dies at 75 

The prolific character 
actor forged a second 
career in fine cooking 

OBIT I Dom DeLuise, the actor- 
comedian whose affable nature 
made him a popular character actor 
for decades with audiences and 
with directors and fellow actors, 
has died, a son told two broadcast- 
ers Tuesday. He was 75. 

DeLuise died Monday night 
in his sleep after a long illness, 
Michael DeLuise said. 

The actor, who loved to cook 
and eat almost as much as he 
enjoyed acting, also carved out a 
formidable second career later in 
life as a chef of fine cuisine. 

As an actor, he was incredibly 
prolific, appearing in scores of mov- 
ies and TV shows and in Broadway 
plays, and voicing chracters for 
numerous cartoon shows. 

Writer-director-actor Mel 
Brooks particularly admired DeLu- 
ise’s talent and cast him in several 
of his films, including “Blazing 
Saddles” and “Robin Hood: Men

The Gaslight Anthem 
singer Brian Fallon 
grapples with his 
rock dream come true 

M U S I C I Brian Fallon writes songs 
that make people remember why 
they loved rock if roll in the first 
place. The Gaslight Anthem’s 
singer-guitarist has the narrative 
skills of Bruce Springsteen and the 
throaty charisma of Joe Strummer, 
and it’s easy for listeners to emo- 
tionally connect with Fallon’s tales 
of lost loves, deceased friends and 
life’s losers in need of one small 
act of grace. 

But Fallon has a hard time 
comprehending the impact of 
his music when fans tell him how 
much it means to them. 

“You can’t grasp the weight of 
what someone else thinks about 
your work,” he said. “You hear

it, and you understand it, but to 
actually receive it is something 
I can’t quite do yet. ... Like with 
Joe Strummer, there’s no way 
anybody could feel about my stuff 
like I felt about that. And it’s not 
a false sense of humility. I would 


love to walk around feeling like 
that because it would help me 
feel better during the day,” he 
laughed. 

Still, Fallon understands how 
music can make you feel not alone 
in the universe since he penned 
“I’da Called You Woody, Joe” - 
an ode to Strummer on the Gas- 
light Anthem’s 2007 debut, “Sink 
or Swim” — that features the lyr- 
ics, “I carried these songs like a 
comfort.” 

The title “Sink or Swim” came 
from the feeling Fallon had about 
this being his last chance to make 
it, and he tightened up his song- 


writing. 

“Something changed inside my 
head where I just got incredible 
focus,” he said. “And I don’t really 
know whether that was by neces- 
sity or just growing up.” 

The album was an underground 
sensation, and it led to the Gaslight 
Anthem’s even more confident and 
remarkable 2008 album, “The ’59 
Sound,” which frequently sounds 
like the roots-punk Americana of 
the Replacements with smidges 
of “Just Like Heaven”-era Cure. 
But it’s still Fallon’s chronicles of 
loneliness, despair and darkness 
at the edge of town that give the 


Gaslight Anthem its huge heart 
and soul. 

Yet even with the success of 
“The ’59 Sound,” Fallon said he’ll 
never lose the sense of being an 
outsider whose one chance is about 
to be taken away. 

“I don’t think that feeling’s 
going to go away anytime soon,” he 
said. “That’s a permanent fixture 
around my house — it’s like furni- 
ture.”

The Whole Enchilada 



Dip, fill and roll your 
way to mastering 
this easy, cheesy 
Mexican favorite 

Rolled, sauced and oozing with 
melted cheese, enchiladas could 
be called the Mexican equivalent 
of an American burger or an Ital- 
ian lasagna: a familiar dish that 
nearly everyone likes to eat. 

“Enchiladas are a great party 
dish because they’re both recogniz- 
able and comforting,” says Richard 
Sandoval, executive chef at Vir- 
ginia’s La Sandia (Tysons Corner

Center; 703-893-2222). “You can 
stuff them with anything: seafood, 
beef, shredded duck confit.” That 
versatility — and the fact that you 
can prep them in advance — makes 
them ideal for a big fiesta. 

“Enchilada” means “in-chil- 
ied” in Spanish. That means the 
cylindrical, tortilla-wrapped won- 
ders get doused with some kind 
of chili sauce, be it ancho-rich 
red gravy, green tomatillo sauce 
or a smoky mole. “You’re only as 
good as your sauce,” says Lourdes 
Castro, author of “Simply Mexi- 
can” ($25, Ten Speed Press). She 
likes taking the time to whip up 
a homemade one; other experts 
say store-bought versions from 
Latin markets or Trader Joe’s 
work if time is short. 

Fillings “can be anything you’d 
put in tacos,” says D.C. cooking 
teacher Patricia Jinich, who runs 
classes at the Mexican Cultural 
Institute (Portal. sre.gob.mx/imw). 
“Eggs, shredded pork, picadillo 
[spiced ground beef]. Just keep in 
mind which sauce you are using. 
Lighter fillings like chicken are 
good with strong sauces like mole; 
heavy fillings are best with simpler

Corn tortillas give enchila- 
das their toothsome luscious- 
ness. But they’ve got to be soft- 
ened — either by steam, a dunk 
in sauce or a dip in some hot oil. 
“I fry them gently after heating 
just enough oil to kiss the pan,” 
says Daisy Martinez, star of the 
Food Network’s “Viva Daisy,” 
which debuts this summer. 

Cheese, de rigeuer in Tex-Mex 
enchiladas — and a nice garnish 
on traditional Mexican ones — 
also adds to the alchemy. Grated 


cheddar or Monterey Jack is stan- 
dard, “but if you go to a Latin mar- 
ket, you’ll get more unusual ones 
that are saltier and tangier than 
American ones,” Jinich says. Think 
Parmesan-ish queso anejo or feta- 
like queso fresco; both should 
be crumbled on enchiladas just 
before serving. 

Once ingredients are prepped, 
it’s time to start filling and rolling. 
“It’s best to be organized and have a 
sort of an assembly line,” says Cas- 
tro. That means tortillas go into 
the oil before being stuffed with 
about 1/4 cup of filling. Roll it and 
place it seam-side down on a plate 
(if the recipe doesn’t require time 
in the oven) or baking dish. 

“Enchiladas are hard to mess 
up,” Martinez says. “Even if they 
don’t look pretty, you can put them 
in a baking dish, and if all the ingre- 
dients are good, they’ll still taste
